As concerning the queſtion, Whether or no theft Prophecies, or 
- the like, ought to be publiſhed > Mark, The ſaid Prophecies will 
pfove either falſe or true :- If falſe, then there will, when publiſhed, 
come of it two notable profits : one is, that thereby Kings and 
Princes will be the more ſure, and prove good ; becauſe, if bad, falſe 
Prophets would never ſtir againſt their Government. The ſecond 
is, that the SubjeRs will henceforth beware of falſe Prophets, and (0 
keep to more firm obedience. But if the ſaid Prophecies ſhould prove 
- true, then there would, when ſuppreſſed,” come of it two irreparable 
dammages : One is, that ſuch who kick againſt the pricks, will be ar- 
raigned at.the Bar of the Lord Omniporent, and be found guilty of 
Suppretſion of the Lord's Voice, when he roareth like a Lion, to warn. 
the Nations and Rulers thereof that they might not periſh unawares, 
but ſave themſelves according to his direction. The ſecond is, that 
they Will be found guilty of High-Treaſon, both to the King, and the 
Subjects or People, like one that knew they ſhould be murdered and 
deſtroyed, and yet hid it. Therefore whatſoever thoſe Prophecies 
might be, falſe or true,they ought not to be kept under a buſhel ; bur 
ler them be ſet forth as a Candle, that every one may take notice of 
them, either to Salvation, or to bzwate of falſe Prophets : Or elſe, 
ſome might be ready to think, / that men ſuppreſſing, the publication 
' thereof, were convinced of ſomething, and afraid 1n their conſcien- 
ces of ſomething which they ſought to prevent the Lord's Judgment 
upon : even as if humane craftineſs were able to prevail with the 
Power of the Lord of Hoſts, and Rop it : which is but a pittiful wiſ- 
dom, to bz laugh'd and mocked at by him that fitteth in the Hea- 
vens, viz, the Lord and his Anointed, Pſal, 2.
